General  Information. 

AREA.— Quebec  is  by  far  the  largest  Province  in  the 
Dominion.     The    older    portion    of    the    Province 
comprises  351.873  sq.  miles,  almost  t'    ee  tlrnp*  as 
much  as  the  British  Isles      It  extends  '  om  lon^  tude 
57  to  79  west  and  from  latitude  45  t     53  north,  an 
is  naturally  divided  from  s.w.   to  n.e.,  by   the  St 
Lawrence  River.

Lakes.  The  laices  in  the  Province  cover  a  total  area  of 
3,507,318  acres.  The  largest  are  Mistassini,  624,000 
acres;  Melville  (part)  415,360:  St.  John.  224,000; 
Attikonak,  212.000;  Ashuanipi,  204,000;  Evani. 
147.840;  Mistassinis.  132.000  acres.  There  are  40 
other  lakes  with  areas  of  between  5.000  and  100,000 
acres  each,  and  innumerable  small  lakes. 

Rivers.  The  principal  rivers,  besides  the  St.  Lawrence, 
which  is  navigable  to  Montreal,  are  the  Ottawa, 
Gatlneau,  St.  Maurice,  Saguenay  and  Hamilton 
in  the  Northern  and  Western  parts  of  the  Province, 
and  the  St.  Francis.  Chaudiere,  Nicolet  and  Becan- 
cour  in  the  Eastern  Town.ship8.  .^.   ^ 

CLIMATE. — The  climate  is  b-^lthy.  Winters  are 
cold,  but  dry,  and  the  heavy  enowfall  nrot^ts  graai 
and  autumn-sown  seed  from  damage  by  frost,  in 
the  spring,  vegetation  is  very  rapid,  and  the  not 
summer  enables  crops   to  be  harvested  early. 

New  Quebec,  (Ungara).  There  are  at  most  only  3 
months  of  summer,  and  practically  no  spring  or 
autumn.  It  is  unlikely  that  this  part  of  the  Proymce 
will  ever  be  fit  for  agriculture  north  of  latitude  51.

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COLONIZATION— Crown  1/and.j.  There  are  seventy  five 
million  acres  of  land  available  for  settlement  in  the  pro- 
vince of  which  6,293,045  acres  are  now  surveyed  and 
accessible  by  colonization  roads.  These  are  situate 
chiefly  in  districts  known  as  Lake  St.  John  and 
Saguenay,  Ottawa,  Temiscaming  and  Abitibi.  St. 
Maurice,  the  Eastern  Townships,  the  Chaudiere, 
Lower  St.  Lawrence  and  South  Valley  of  the  Meta- 
pedia  and  Gaspesia.  See  end  of  this  book  or  de- 
scriptions. 

Crown  Lar  d  Regulations.  The  provincial  Govornment 
sells  lands  from  20  to  60c.  an  acre.  The  purchaser 
must,  within  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of 
the  sale,  build  a  habitable  house  of  the  dimentions 
of  at  least  16  x  20  feet  and  must  occupy  and  reside  in 
it  continuoiisly  from  that  moment  until  the  issue  of 
the  letters-patent,  and  clear  15%  of  his  lot. 

English  Colonization  Districts.  The  chief  English 
Colonization  Districts  are  the  Eastern  Townships, 
The  Ottawa  Valley  and  the  Temiscamingue  or  Upper 
Ottawa  District.  Besides  these  a  few  English  settlers 
are  found  near  Quebec,  Montreal  and  the  Chaudiere 
and  Gaspe  regions  and  along  the  Bay  des  Chaleurs. 
The  Lake  St.  John  region,  the  Matapedia  Valley 
and  the  St  Maurice  Valley  offer  advantageous 
fields  for  se.tlement.  See  imder  Agricultural  Dis- 
tiicts  at  the  end  of  this  book. 
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Scienoe,  at  Laval  University,  Montreal,  has  55  stu- 
dents taking  a  3-years'  course. 

Domestic  Science.  For  some  years  the  Provincial 
Government  has  subsidized  five  large  Domestic 
Science  Schools.  In  1913  a  special  grant  was  given 
to  39  convents  to  secure  qualified  teachers  and 
adequate  equipment. 

The   School   of  Agricultxu-e  of  Macdonald   College 

f fives  short  courses  in  subjects  of  interest  to  farmers 
n  various  parts  of  the  Province  and  in  1913  the 
School  of  Household  Science  gave  a  course  of  lectures 
to  women  in  six  towns  throughout  the  Province.  In 
all  20  meetings  were  held,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  51. 

Technical.  The  Polytechnic  School  of  Montreal  gives 
a  4-years'  course  in  Engineering  and  Architecture 
to  pupils  over  16  years  of  age.  The  Montreal 
Technical  School  gives  a  3-ytars'  course  to  boys  over 
14  for  training  skilled  mechanics  and  capable  firemen 
or  ships'  superintendents.  The  Commercial  and 
Technical  High  School  at  Montreal  provides  com- 
mercial and  industrial  training  for  pupils  who  have 
completed  a  public  school  course.  There  is  a  4- 
years*  course,  which  Includes  English,  French  and 
mathematics. 

The  Quebec  Technical  School  gives  a  3-years'  course 
of  industrial  training  to  boys  over  14.  The  C.P.R, 
School  for  Apprentices  at  the  Angus  Shops,  Montreal, 
puts  young  employees  through  a  systematic  training 
to  qualify  them  for  mechanics'  positions,  and  then, 
by  further  instruction,  to  qualify  for  the  highest 
posts  in  the  company's  service.  After  elementary 
training,  the  courses  include,  shop  arithmetic,  shop 
mechanics,  shop  practice  and  mechanical  drawing, 
and,  later,  mechanics,  electricity  and  locomotive 
and  car  construction 

FISHERIES.— The  total  value  of  Quebec  fisheries  in 
1913-14  was  $1,850,427.  Value  of  fishing  equipment, 
$1,445,871;  persons  employed.  10,973,  including  ^ 
1,776  in  lobster  canneries.  The  principal  fish  were 
cod.  dried  and  fresh,  $716,271;  herring.  $197,351,  of 
which  $92,670  worth  were  used  as  bait;  mackerel, 
salted.  $126,206;  lobsters,  canned  and  shell,  $314,015; 
salmon,  fresh,  canned  and  salted,  $161,553.

New  Industries,  in  the  5  years  1905-1910,  3.413  new 
factories  were  started  in  Canada  of  which  1.619  are 
in  Quebec 

Pulp  and  Paper  MVU.  In  1912  there  were  in  the 
Province  28  pulp  mills,  with  a  capacity  of  1,406  tons, 
and  22  paper  milh  with  a  capacity  of  729  tons  per 
24  hours.  At  thh  time  it  was  estimated  that  the 
forests  of  Quebec  contained  745,493,077  cords  cf 
pulp-wood,  black  and  white  spruce,  balsam,  fir  and 
poplar,  including  only  the  trees  that  could  be  cut 
in  accordance  witn  the  regulations 

POPULATION.— The  totalpopulation  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec  in  1911,  according  to  the  Dominion  Census) 
returns  was  2,003.232.  rather  more  than  half  of  which 
was  rural.  This  shows  an  increase  in  population  of 
354,334,  or  21.49  per  cent,  over  the  census  figures 
of  1901. 
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Origins  of  the  People.  The  chief  nationalities  repre- 
sented in  1911  were  as  follows,  according  to  the 
Dominion  Oensus  returns:  Fr'^ach,  1,605,339; 
British,  316.103;  Jewish,  30,648;  Indians,  9.993; 
Italians,  9,576;  Germans,  6,145;  Poles.  3,228; 
Belgians,  2,103;  Scandinavians,  1,756;  Russians, 
1.684;  Chinese,  1.578;  Dutch,  1.505;  Austro-Hun- 
garians,  1,289. 

Religions  of  the  People.  Roman  Catholics,  1,724.683; 
Anglicans,  102,684;  Presbyterians,  64,125;  Metho- 
dists, 42,444;  Je  vs,  30,268;  Baptists,  9,255;  Pro- 
testants, 8,634;  Congregationalists,  5,197;  Lutherans. 
2,618;  Adventists,  2,435. 

SPORT. — Quebec  is  a  veritable  sportsman's  paradiss, 
;n  19i6  there  were  284  Fish  and  Game  Oiubs  in  the 
Province.  The  total  annual  outlay  of  v^.siting  sports- 
men is  estimated  at  2  million  dollars 

Fishing.  The  salmon  fishing  of  Quebec  is  famous. 
Speckled  trout,  ouananiche,  dec 6,  bass  and  other 
fish  afford  unlimited  sport  to  the  angler.  Some 
of  *^he  best  fishing  districts  ?.,re  Lake  St.  John. 
Rimouski,  Temiscouata  and  Gaspe;  Lake  Edward; 
the  Northern  parts  of  Joliette,  Montcalm  and 
Pontiac  Counties,  and  from  La  Tuque  westward 
along  the  line  of  the  Transcontinental  Railway. 

Fisheries  /or  Lease.  The  Pish  and  Game  Branch  con- 
trols the  fishing  in  a  number  of  unlaased  salmon  ri  rers, 
flo  ■  'ing  into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  from  the  eastern 
p  J  of  the  Canadian  Labrador.  The  Minister  of 
Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries  will  consider  offers 
for  the  lease  of  these  for  %  short  term  of  years. 
While  unleased.  permits  to  fish  them  may  be  had 
from  the  Department  on  payment  of  the  usual 
license  fee  required  from  non-resident  anglers. 

Hunting. — Big  Gome.  Moose  and  Caribou  have  act- 
ually increased  in  number  in  some  districts.  Red 
Deer  abouna.  In  the  wilder  parts,  bears  and 
wolves  are  found.  Otter,  beaver  and  foxes  are 
common. 

Game  Birds.  The  game  birds  include  ptarmigan 
partridge,  snipe,  plover,  woodcock  and  wildduck. 

WAGES. — Farm  Laborers.     There  is  a  constant  demand 

for  farm  laborers  at  wages  ranging  from  S15  to  $25 

per  month,  with  board  and  lodging. 
Domestic   Sersants.     Employment    is    easily    obtained 

either  in  the  towns  or  iu  the  country.    Wages  average 

between  $10  and  $25  per  month. 
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Factory  Sands.  The  wages  of  factory  hands  and  skilled 
artlilans  are  no  higher  than  in  the  Old  Country  and 
the  local  supply  of  labour  fully  meets  the  demand. 
Such  persons  are  not  recommended  to  settle  In 
Quebec. 

WATER  POWERS. — Hydro  electric  power  is  supplied 
at  reasonable  rates  at  Montreal,  Quebec  and  most 
of  the  principal  towns.     There  are  many  good  op- 

Sortunities   fbr   development  _  in    the    St.    Maurice 
liver  Valley,  the  St,  Francis  R*ver  Valley,  the  Lake 
St.  John    Region,   and    the  Abitlbl    District. 

St.  Maurice  River.  On  the  St.  Maurice  River  present 
developments  exceed  150.000  H. P..  which  wfll  pro- 
bably be  doubled  in  10  years.  One  fall  on  tWs  river 
•uppiies  electric  energy  within  a  radius  of  100  miles 
and^  there  are  many  other  impor  ant  falls  still  in 
their  natural  state.  The  Provincial  Government  has 
siven  a  contract  for  the  conjtruction  of  a  storage 
reservoir  at  the  head  waters,  which  will  Insure  a 
minimum  flow  throughout  the  year  of  12.000  cu.  ft. 
per  second. 

St.  Francis  Riter.  The  St.  Francis  River  also  aflfords 
many  water  powers.  Several  are  now  utilized  by  the 
Pulp  and  Paper  Mills  of  Windsor.  Bromptonand  East 
Angus.  A  regulating  reservoir  is  also  being  con- 
structed at  the  head  waters  of  this  river. 

The  Unsettled  Districts.  A  great  many  wa-er-falls 
await  development  on  the  numerous  rivers  flow- 
ing through  the  imsettled  districts,  and  In  the 
North-eastern  and  far  Northern  parts  of  the 
Province.  The  watersheds  are  large.  Most  of  the 
falls  are  from  20  to  60  feet,  but  they  often  reach  a 
height  of  100  feet.  The  rivers  of  Ungava,  or  new 
Quebec,  flowing  into  Hudson  Bay  or  North  Atlantic. 
have  enormous  possIb^Mties. 

Uases  from  the  Provin.  al  Government.  Rapids  and 
falls  with  bordering  tracts  of  land  can  be  obtained 
under  lease  ftom  the  Provincial  Government  for 
periods  of  from  25  to  99  years,  subject  to  working 
conditions  and  development  within  a  reasonable 
time.

CROP  AREA.— The  total  land  area  of  Quebec ?ls 
222,080.000  acres  Of  this,  according  to  the  census 
of  1911,  14,444,175  acres  were  occupied,  of  which 
7,430.941  acres,  or  51  per  cent.,  are  Improved. 

DAIRYING. — According  to  a  list  recently  published 
(Bulletin  No.  39)  by  the  Dominion  Dairy  Oom- 
missioner,  there  were  in  1913.  894  cheese  factories, 
576  creameries.  698  combined  factories  (making  both 
butter  and  cheese)  and  2  condensed  milk  factories 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  fifth  census  of 
Canada  gives  the  value  of  total  milk  products  for 
the  year  1910  as  S3 1.663,322.  as  against  $20,207,826 
for  1900,  being  an  Increase  of  56.68  per  cent.  The 
available  territai»MR>r  the  production  of  milk  is  not 
yet  fully  occupied  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  New 
factories  are  being  erected  every  year  along  the 
shores  of  the  lower  St.  Lawrence  and  in  the  newer 
settled  districts  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Province. 
The  total  number  of  cows  in  the  province  in  1911 
was  753.134,  or  a  decrease  of  14.691.  as  compared 
with  the  number  shown  by  the  census  in  1901.  The 
increase  <n  production  in  spite  of  the  decreased 
number .  cows  shows  a  very  marked  improvement 
in  the  herds  throughout  the  province.  Some  of  the 
factories  in  the  Eastern  Townships  find  it  more 
profitable  to  market  cream  in  the  U.S.  than  to 
manufacture  butter  or  cheese.  So  important  lias 
this  industry  become  that  farms  are  leased  on  the 
basis  of  the  number  of  cows  they  can  maintain,  the 
the  rental  flgure  being  about  ilO  per  cow. 

Government  Assistance.  At  St.  Hyacinthe  a  dahry  school 
has  been  established  for  training  butter  and  cheese 
makers  and  give,  in  winter,  a  special  course  to  farmers 
on  the  production  and  care  of  milk  The  Provincial 
Government  has  established  an  effective  system  of 
grading  and  inspection  of  cheese  and  butter,  which 
has  greatly  stimulated  the  .ndustry  and  improved 
the  product. 

Provincial  War  Contribution.  In  1914  the  Provincial 
Government  donated  4,000,000  lbs.  of  cheese  as  a 
war  contribution  to  the  Imperial  Government. 

Co-operation.  The  Quebec  Oheesemakers'  Co-operative 
Agricultral  Society  (l.SOo  members)  has  greatly  im- 
proved the  quality  of  the  cheese  by  establishing  a 
strict  system  of  grading. 

FLAX. — Cultivated  in  small  areas,  chiefly  for  its 
fibre.     It  is  netted,  scutched,  spun  and  made  into 
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fabrics  for  household  purposes  by  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  French-Oanadian  farmers.  The  area 
devoted  to  flax  has  droppod  from  1.361  acres  In  1910 
to  700  acres  in  1914. 
Flax  Fibre  and  Linen  Manufacture.  As  a  result  of  the 
war  and  the  destruction  of  Belgium  there  would 
appear  to  be  an  opportimlty  for  the  manufacture  of 
linen.  In  five  years  Bel  (dan  flax  hr  averaged  S405 
per  ton;  Irish  $325;  Russian  %20^.  Ontario  flax, 
separated  by  antiquated  methods,  averaged  $201  per 
English  ton  in  fovv  years.

FODDER  CROPS.—The  heavy  winter  snows,  numer- 
ous rivers  and  streams  and  abundant  rains  combine 
to  make  the  climate  of  Quebec  eminently  favorable 
for  the  cultivation  of  forage  crops.  In  1914  tne  hay 
crop  of  the.  Province  was  estimated  at  3,575.000 
tons,  valued  at  over  $53,000,000. 

FRUIT  GROWING.— There  are.  in  different  parts  of 
the  Province  over  30  experimental  fruit  stations. 
There  are  numbers  of  orchards  in  the  Montreal  Dta- 
trlct  and  in  the  Eastern  Townships,  where  large  quan- 
tities of  apples,  pears,  cherries,  and  other  fnilta  are 
grown.  In  the  District  of  Quebec,  which  is  colder, 
there  are  also  good  orchards  of  apple,  plum  and 
cherry  trees. 

Apples.  Apples  of  the  best  dessert  quality  are  grown 
In  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  Fameuse,  which  has 
been  grown  there  for  over  200  years,  is  perhaps  still 
the  le  .di'  riety,  though  the  Mcintosh    Red   in 

handson  earance  and  quality  is  equally  good, 

while  tht  ^  is  more  hardy.  The  Duchess  apple  pro- 
bably comes  next  in  value,  followed  by  Wetfithy  and 
Alexander.  The  Montreal  Peach,  Yellow  Trans- 
parent and  St.  Lawrence  r^^e  well  known  varldes. 
Apples  are  grown  chiefly  L  the  Eastern  Townships 
and  Island  of  Montreal,  elthough  many  parts  of 
Quebec  are  well  suited  for  apple  growing.  Probably 
the  best  orchard  is  that  of  the  Trappist  Fathers  «t 
Oka,  in  the  Ottawa  River  Valley.  Most  of  the  apples 
are  marketed  in  the  Province.  The  City  of  ivlontreal 
takes  larke  quantities,  much  of  it  being  sent  to  out- 
lying districts  In  boats.

The  prevailing  color  is  black  with  fawn  ring 
round  the  muzzle:  horns  with  black  points  Gener« 
ally  throughout  the  province  the  Ayrshire  breed 
predomiuates,  ex'^ept  in  the  Fastem  Townships 
wheie  they  keep  aorthoms  and  Durhams  and  their 
crosses.  In  1915  there  were  in  the  province  720,420 
milch  cows  and  612,500  other  cattle. 

Horses.  French- Canadian  horses  are  descended  from 
animals  sent  out  from  France  in  early  days  cf  the 
Colony,  first  shipment  being  from  stables  of  Louis 
^IV  in  1665.  About  1870  the  native  strain  was 
nearly  spoilt  by  introduction  of  foreign  stallions. 
The  breed  has  since  been  revived.  It  is  an  excellent 
general  purpose  horse,  docile  and  ambitious,  hardy; 
about  15  hands  high  with  abundant  hair  on  mane, 
tail  and  legs:  would  make  useful  cavalry  remounter 
and  mounted  infantry  horses.  The  best  artilery 
horses  in  the  S.  African  War  came  from  the  Valley  of 
the  Ottawa  and  sections  of  Quebec,  In  1915  there 
were  372,567  horses  in  the  province. 

Sheep.  There  were  554,491  sheep  in  the  province  In 
1915,  half  of  which  are  Leicesters,  the  remainder 
Shropshires,  Cotswolds,  Lincolns.  Oxfords  and 
Southdowns.  There  is  much  rough  land  suitable 
for  sheep.  The  local  demand  for  mutton  far  exceeds 
the  supply,  and  the  U.S.  cities  offer  a  market  at  all 
times.  At  present  there  is  no  export  trade  done. 
Prior  to  1910,  for  several  years  the  sheep  industry 
was  neglected.  Since  then  the  number  kept  in 
the  province  has  considerably  increased. 

Svdne.  The  bacon  industry  is  as  yet  in  its  infaney. 
though  for  years  farmers  have  been  fattening  bogs 
for  Montreal  and  local  markets.  In  1916  there  were- 
634,569  swine  in  the  province.  Tbe  Provincial 
Government  have  an  abattoir  school  at  St.  Valier 
for  the  preparation  of  bacon  and  cooperative  associa- 
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tions  have  beeu  formed  at  Princeville  and  Mont 
Laurier  to  establish  pork  factories. 
MAPLE  SUGAR  AND  SYRUP.— The  average  an- 
nual sugar  output  of  Canada  was  about  28.803,385 
lbs,,  during  the  decade  1901-1911;  of  this  Quebec 
contributed  29.270,514  lbs.  The  annual  output  of 
the  Province  is  estimated  at  SI. 680.393.  The  aver- 
age selling  price  has  been  about  10  cents  per  lb. 
Tne  trees  are  generally  tapped  in  the  latter  part  of 
March  and  April.  Moderately  warm  days  followed 
by  freezing  nights  are  ideal  conditions  to  promote 
flow.  Seasons  vary,  but  the  cost  of  fitting  up  a 
moderate  sugar  camp  is  a  paying  investment  even  at 
low  market  prices.  For  instructions,  etc..  write  for 
Bulletin  No.  IB.  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

Co-operative  Society.  A  co-operative  society  has  been 
formed  at  Waterloo,  and  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  established  3  sugar  making  schools  at 
Beauceville,  Bcauce  Co..  Ste.  Louise,  L  Islet  Co.  and 
La  Minerve,  Labelle  Co. 

Federal  Assistance.  The  Federal  Government  has 
appropriated  $3,000  to  the  interests  of  tbe  Maple 
Sugar  industry  in  Quebec  and  a  stringent  act  has  been 
passed  to  prevent  adulterated  imitations. 

POULTRY. — During  the  last  ten  years  the  production 
of  poultry  and  eggs  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  has 
more  than  trebled.  The  cold  and  sanitary  poultry 
house,  with  or  without  cotton  front,  but  always  well 
ventilated,  is  rapidly  growing  in  favor.  The  Ameri- 
can breeds  of  hens  and  the  Pekin  ducks  are  generally 
preferred.  American  or  utility  breeds  are  most 
popular  on  account  of  the  high  market  price  for  eggs 
and  properly  fattened  and  milk-fed  poultry. 

Government  Assistance.  Demonstration  houses  have 
been  established  In  several  sections  by  the  Experi- 
mental Union,  and  by  the  Macdonald  Colli  ge,  and 
about  40  breeding  and  fattening  stations  have  been 
opened  in  different  sections.  The  Government  aims

TOBACCO.— From  an  industrial  pomt  of  view  the 
growing  of  tobacco  in  the  Province  of  Quelle  is 
fimUed  to  the  counties  around  Montreal,  and  chiefly 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  La'  ance.  Owing  to 
?he  short  summers  and  early  f ros^,  the  ear  y  varieties 
are  chieflv  grown,  known  as  "Canadian  ,  such  as 
the  Potit  Rouge.  Parfum  d'ltalle  and  Canelle  (known 
llso  as  Cinnamon  scented).  These  are  black  smoking 
tobaccos,  contain  a  large  proportion  of  nicotine 
%nH  are  v«rv  strong.  Other  varieties  are:  Great  and 
Small  Havana,  Comstock  Spanish.  Zinauer-bpam^u 
and  Connecticut  Seed  Leaf,  grown  in  counties  of 
Rouville    Joliette   and    Montcalm.     These   produce 
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pipe  tobaccos,  or  ordinary  fillers  for  domestic  or 
combination  cigars.  The  Burley  variety  is  gradu- 
ally going  out  owing  to  the  competition  from 
Ontario.  The  total  production  in  Quebec  for  1914 
was  about  4,000.000  lbs. 

Co-operative  Society.  The  planters  of  the  Yama«ka 
Valley  have  formed  a  co-operative  society  and 
established  at  Cesaire  a  large  warehouse  for  the 
curing  and  sale  of  Comstock  Spanish  tobacco  as 
fillers  and  binders  of  cigars. 

Turkish  Tobacco.  Experiments  made  with  two  var- 
ieties of  Turkish  tobacco,  viz.,  Karchi  and  Karchl 
Yaka.  show  that  it  can  be  grown  profitably.  Small 
area  (half  an  acre  at  most)  are  recommended,  owing 
to  the  number  of  bands  required  for  harvesting. 
From  a  quarter-acre  plot  the  yield  was  200  lbs.,  cost 
of  product*  I  about  22c.  per  lb  ,  selling  price  35c.  to 
40c.  per  lb.  The  methods  of  growing  ana  harvesting 
Turkish  tobacco  are  quite  diflferent  from  those  em- 
ployed with  other  varieties,  and  growth  must  be 
slower  to  preserve  the  aroma. 


Agricultural  Districts 

This    chapter  contains  descriptions   of  the  principle 
districts  to  which  British  Immigration  is  attracted. 

AREA  FOR  SETTLEMENT. — There  are  seventy-five 
million  acres  of  land  available  for  settlement  in  the 
province,  of  which  6,293,045  acres  are  now  surveyed 
and  accessible  by  colonization  roads.  These  are 
situate  chiefly  in  districts  known  as  Lake  St.  John 
and  Saguenay,  Ottawa,  Temiscaming  and  Abitibi, 
St.  Maurice,  the  Eastern  Townships,  the  ChaudJere, 
Lower  St.  Lawrence  and  South  Valley  of  the  Meta- 
pedia  and  Gaspesia.  See  Colonizacion  under  Gen- 
eral Information  on  page  5. 

ABITIBI  DISTRICT. — In  the  extreme  n.w.  of  the 
province.  Area  about  30,000.000  acres,  of  which 
more  than  half  is  suitable  for  agriculture.  Watered 
by  Lake  Abitibi  and  he  Harricana.  Bell  and  Notta- 
way  Rivers.  The  portion  traversed  by  the  G.T.P. 
Ry.  has  been  surveyed  and  divided  into  farm  lots. 
Principal  town  is  Amos,  on  G.T.P.,  430  miles  from 
Quebec.  Colonization  has  been  promoted  by  the 
uovernraent  since  1912,  and  by  the  1st  July,  1915, 
2,000  lots  had  been  sold  to  settlers.     Mining  pros- 
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pects  are  very  good  in  many  sections.  Large  forests 
at  the  head  of  the  rivers  will  supply  the  lumber 
industry  for  years.

EASTERN  TOWNSHIPS.— Bounded  on  the  east  by 
River  Chaudiere.  on  the  west  by  Seignories  on  River 
Richelieu,  oh  south  by  boundaries  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont,  on  the  north  by  the 
counties  of  Lotbiniere,  Nicolet  and  Yamaska,  and 
the  River  St.  Lawrence,  are  well  settled,  chiefly  by 
English,  but  several  townships  along  the  railways 
and  main  colonize*  tiori  roads  are  not  taken  up.  Soil 
generally  fertile  and  easily  cleared.  Cereals  and 
vegetables  do  well.  Stock  raising  and  dairy  farming 
conducted  on  a  large  scale.  District  is  well  watered. 
Has  ample  railway  accommodations  and  contains 
the  following  towns:  Sherbrooke,  Coaticook,  Stan- 
stead,  Farnham,  Waterloo,  Gianby. 

IMPROVED  FARMS.— Farms  of  100  acres  can  be 
purchased  at  from  $20  to  $30  per  acre  with  improve- 
ments.

OTTAWA  VALLEY.— Comprises  40,000  sq.  miles, 
one-third  being  well  suited  for  settlement,  lower 
portion  is  settled,  middle  of  the  valleys  of  the 
Gatineau,  the  Lievre  and  Rouge  rivers  remain  for 
settlement.  Railways,  colonization  and  lumbering 
roads,  afTord  an.ple  transportation.  The  lands  are 
well  timbered.  Quarrying  for  phosphates  provides 
occupation. 

TEMISCAMINO  OR  UPPER  O  T  T  A  ^v  A  DIS-

CLAY  PRODUCTS. — In  1914  the  output  was  137.-

COPPER. — Copper  and  sulphur  ores  are  mined  by  the 
Eustis  Mining  Co.,  at  Eustis,  and  by  the  Weedon 
Mining  Co.,  at  Weedon.  The  production  in  1914 
was  117,778  tons,  valued  at  $801,129,  Substantial 
shipments  were  made    in    1914  from    a   promising 

Frospect  at  Stratford,  near  Weedon,  and  from  the 
ves  mines  at  Eastman.  There  are  satisfactory 
indications  near  Sherbrooke  and  at  other  points 
in  the  Eastern  Townships.  Some  indications  found 
in  Pontiac  County.  Chibougamau  District,  on  the 
north  shore  and  in  the  Metapedia  region. 

FELDSPAR. — A  remarkably  pure  white  feldspar,  suit- 
able for  the  manufacture  of  artificial  teeth,  is  mined 
in  Ottawa  County.  In  1914,  the  production  was  98 
tons  valued  at  $2,156. 

GALENA. — Chief  occurrences  at  Lake  Temiscaming, 
Calumet  Island,  Portneuf  County,  and  on  north 
shore  of  Gaspe  Bay.  Tho  Calumet  Island  and 
Portneuf  County  deposits  are  being  developed.  In
